All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be basetf exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation tp which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an "appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal intervjew, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or ^ideo-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the} applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fopn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or tjie examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the
